SIX HUNDRED RUSSIAN CRIMINALS BANISHED 
TO SAGHALIEN. 

Opgssa, Russia, Aug. 16.—The voluntary 
cruiser Nijni Novgorod, formerly the British 
emigrant steamer Saxonia, is reported to have 
reached Saghalien, an island north of Japan, 
with the 600 non-political male prisoners who 
were etnbarked in her at this port a few weeks 
ago.

of something less than 1,000. On the whole, un- 
less the Democratic “ still-hugt”’ has been un- 
expectedly successful, the blicans’ 
pects of success are most excellent, both for the 
State ticket, or the greater portion of it, tne 
Congressional delegation, and the Legisiatare.

Muri, Tenn., Aug. 31.—This is. the 
seventh Sunday of the epidemic, and it has 
been the dullest day of the seven in all circles, 
Eyen the religious people, for once, obeyed the 
orders of the bealth authorities prohibiting as- 
semblies of the people in churches and otber 
places. But one exception is heard of, which 
was at Grace Episcopal Church, on Hernando 


street, where the morning prayer was celebrated | 


by the minister, the Rev. Dr. Dalzell, and three 
laymen—two ladies and one gentleman. 

There bas been but littie done at any. of the 
relief organizations, and particularly bas dull- 
ness reigned supreme about the beadquarters of 
the City Government and the Health Depart- 
ment. At the latter place the physicians re- 
ported twenty-one cases of the plague, includ- 
ing one from beyond the city limite. Of these 
but eight were whites. Undertakers report 
seven interments, of which two were whites. 
The following whites are embraced in both 
reports:

' NEW ORLEANS. 

New Orwans, Aug. 31.—Papers signed by 
C. B. White, Sanitary Director, and Edward 
Ferrer, Vice-President of the Sanitary Auxiliary 
Association, and approved by Dr. 8. M. Bemis, 
of the National Board Sof Health, say: Cor- 
rect information may take the place of idle 
and extravagant rumors, We give the follow- 
ing list of all cases of yellow-fever that have 
occurred, beginning with the first one landed.“ 
{Here follows a list of names and dates as 
heretofore telegraphed, showing that 17 cases 
have occurred, 7 recovered, 6 died, 4 under 
tre.cment. First, July 22; last, Edith Hood, 
Aug. 2. £Fifteen of these cases 
occurred in eleven houses in a paralilelo- 

of three blocks by six, one 
of the other two cases, the genuineness of 
which, after examination, was doubted by very 
high medical authority, lived on the outskirts 
of the city, in close proximity to the swamps. 
The other was an imported case from Morgan 
City.] After referring to various sanitary 
measures adopted by the Board of Health, the 
Sanitary Auxiliary Association, and the relief 
offered by the National Board, the report con- 
cludes: ‘“‘ Having reached September under 
these favorable circumstances, it is not uurea- 
sonable to expect that the cool winds and dry 
weather proper to this month will continue to 
give us our present general excellent health, 
and ere long banish the apprebensions ouly felt 
by distant communities.“ 

Lydia Hood, daughter of the late Gen. Hood, 
died last night. The other child is very sick. 

lt has been raining since nooa. 

One case of fever was reported to the Board 
of Health to-day,—George Cotton, age 4 years; 
taken sick Aug. 2. 

The Board of Health to-day decided to divide 
what is ftermed the infected district into 
seven sections, each under an -inspector, the 
whole under one sanitary inspector,and the 
fourth district requiring daily reports. Disin- 
fecting will be continued throughoat that quar- 
ter, and every effort made to prevent the spread 
of the fever,

THE HOUSTON TRAIN. 

Houston, Tex., Aug, 31.—Yesterday afternoon 
a train prepared left Galveston for Houston to test 
whether this city would enforce its quarantine 
in disobedience to the Governor's proclamation 
ordering it removed. With the train went the 
United States, Marshal and forty deputies, 
United States Commissioner, and District-At- 
torney, it being the intention of these officers 
to arrest all parties attempting to stop the 
train, and try them for interfering with the 
United ‘States mails. The train was stopped at 
the county line by the Houston Health Officer, 
who was prompily arrested, as was the Health 
Otficer at Websterville. Both were released on 
bond. The train then proceeded. When the 
train arrived at the city limits it was 
halted by the whole police force of Houston, 
the United States Marshals having deputized 
about 100 persons. On the train they arrested 
the police. On coming into the city the United 
States officers were themselves arrested by the 
city authorities and taken into custody. At 9 
b. m. they were brought before M Burk, in 
the office of the Chief-of-Police. The Chief an- 
nounced that each was required to give bond 
in $50 for appearance at the City Court on Mon- 
day to answer the charge of violating the - 
antine law. The United States District-Attor- 
ney, Homan, said be and his party acted under 
authority of the United States Government, 
and by orders from Gov. Roberts, of Teras. He 
showed dispatches from the Governor to the 
conductor, telling him to take the train through 
at all bazards.

Exaggerated Nature of the 
First Reports. | 


| Probable Political Effcts of the Affray | 


---Kearney as Ruler of 
the City.

The Old What-Cheer House--Theat- 
real Talk.

San Francisco, Aug. 24.—Tas Tao has 
already published such extended telegraphic re- 
ports of the Kalloch-De Young shooting-scrape 
that any detatled account of the same would be 
out of place here, Telegrams received from 
Washington to-day prove that the first dis- 
patches sent from here must have conveyed a 
terribly-exaggerated impression of the actual 
state of things in this city. Indeed, the: Dis- 
trict Telegraph news-gatherers seem—uninten- 
tiona!ly of course—to have spread abroad afeeling 
of alarm which the premises did not justify. 
Here is a sample of the style of message ab- 
pearing every few minutes on the indicators 
yesterday: Large mob around the Temple; 
very wrathy. Say, Let us go for De Youngs. 
Number of gentlemen here that seem inter- 
ested and much excited. Think there may be 
trouble. Workingmen buyingropes to hang 
De Youngs.” Mr. Slaven, proprietor of the 
Baldwin pnarmacy, in front of which De Young 
entered the hack, informs me that, when these 
dispatches were sent, there was no more excite- 
ment and no greater crowd than would be the 
castin any ordinary shooting-scrape;, and that 
he and those with him were led to be- 
lieve that the trouble was down-town, 
at the City-Hall and the Chronicle office. 
The fact is, however, that at neither of these 
places was there the slightest cause for alarm. 
A few of the mob had imbibed the idea that 
Capt. Lees, of the Police-Force, was in league 
with the De Youngs, and would connive at the 
escape of Charles De Young. In order, there- 
fore, to satisfy them on this point, some of the 
leaders of the Workingmen’s party were sworn 
in as special police, keeping guard at the 
prison; and, thig done, everything about the 
City Hall became perfectly quiet. At the Chron- 
icle office a few policemen were stationed, but 
no attempt at disturbance was made, and, after 
a short time, people comprehended that it was 
absurd for a whole city to be set in commotion 
because two men bad had a quarrel shameful 
alike to the one and to the other. 

What undoubtedly fostered the flame early in 
the day was the feeling of bostility geveraily 
entertained towards the De Youngs. In their 


tney ‘had alienated from themselves the 
sympathies of the property-hoiding portion of 
the community; on the other hand, their bitter 
attacks upon Kearney and Kalloch since the 7th 
of May had entirely lost them the support of 
the Workingmen; so that, when thie miserable 
episode occurred, every one was ready to remind 
his neighbor that they had on several previous 
occasions openly defied the Jaw, and would do 
so again if given opportunity. Every law- 
abiding citizen was, therefore, anxious that in 
this case the law sbouid take its course; aud 
Kearnev’s remarks on the Sand-Lot 
were simply the echo of the “feeling 
existing among the better classes of 
the community. A few drunken brawlers were 
the only persons counseling deeds of violence; 
and meanwhile De Young sat in his prison-cell, 
quietly revising Chronic’e proofs, and apparently 
unconcerped as to the issue. lioch, too, was 
wonderfully cool and self-contained. After be- 
ing shot, he walked straight into the Temple, 
and remarked to a friend, “ It's not 2 2 
to summon my wife at present.“ He s 
quently sent messages to the Sand-Lot meeting, 
counseling moderation, and even laughed at the 
precautions of his attendapts in removmg his 
clothes. Sbould he live, bis election as or 
of this city 1s assured; and, regarded from this 
** of view, De Young’s act can only 

looked on as thatofamadman. It was the 
very worst thing he could have done on alf 
of his New Constitution party; and it is strange 
that one endowed with De Young’s natural 
shrewdness should not have perceived that an 
overt act of violence a few days prior to the 
election must ruin the cause de had so vigorous- 
ly championed. . 8 

So far as can be judged at present, this gcan- 
dal will give the State ticket to the Republicans. 
as the fusion between the Democracy and New 
Constitution party in the nomination of Dr. 
Glenn and other candidates will undouptédly, 
under present cireumstances, attract a large 
number of waverers to the Republican standard. 
Be the result, however, what it may, it is not 
supposed that the Chronicle as a newspaper 
will suffer materially. There bas always been 
abuodance of capital bebind the De Youngs in 
the organization of this enterprise; and, bow- 
ever much people may abuse it, yet every ove 
makes ita point to read the Chronicle, as a fear- 
less exponent of whatever cause it may happen 
to espouse. Its position on the railroad question 
has stirred up much of the animosity existing 
againet the Central Pacific; and, as an anti- 
Chinese organ, it bas exerted a powerful ſuflu- 
ence. Its diatribes against stock-speculation 
bave also been popular with the masses. 80 
that, while its inflaence may be diminished by 
the result of the election, yet it is not likely 
thatits revenues will suffer tO any very great 
extent. 

The shooting-scrape has certainly given 
Kearney a new lease of*popularity. As 8000 as 
he heard of the affair, he seemed af once to un- 
derstand that his own interests—of which he is 
dy no means oblivious—demanded a conserva- 
tive course of action. Beyond the interlarding 
of a few oaths, there is nothing in the speeches 
delivered by him since the event unworthy of 
the ruler of a powerful party; and at this mo- 
ment there can be no question as to the fact of 
Kearuey's influence being the most powerful 
element existing on the side of law and order, 
Had every militiaman remained at home jast 
night, instead of being at the armories, and had 
the military remained at their usual quarters in 
the outskirts of San Francisco, there is no res- 
son to believe that the city would nave been one 
whit less quiet and orderly than it actually was. 
Kearney’s exbortations not only had the 
effect of sending quietly to their homes 
thousands upon thousands of half-educgted 
workingmerd,:but they also caused the arrest by 
citizens. of numerous bad characters who wished 
to take advaut of the prevailing state of 
things to ply their professions, ;

It would 
setve the permanent interests of all best 
if the sharebolders of the roads ived a fair 
dividend upon the capital they have invested io 
them, or at least upon the capitai which repre- 
sents their fair cost. It is not the fault of Can- 
ada, as English critics seem to think, that such 
a dividend has not been obtained. For the cost 
of the roads over what they ought to have cost 
Canadians are vot responsible; the companies 
from the first have had the management of 
their property in their own hands, and have 
mavaged it in their on way. The vew railway 
world, with its new codes and new devices, 
which the struggle for the through trade of the 
Western States pas given rise to, is not of Cana- 
Gian creation, and its ferce competition and im- 
rative demand for the best facilities for 
ravel have been the main cause of the misfort- 
unes of the companies. It is not fair even to 
blame Canadians for the building of competing 
lines, which in some sections we admit bas been 
overdove. Owing to rivairy between railway 
companies competition became a factor in trade 
which no locatity couid afford to neglect. It 
became as powerful an ſuflucude upon the fort- 
unes of a place as its ceogra to 
avicable waters and surrounding country. 
1¢ time came, in fact, when no town or city 
could either grow inte or remain a centre of 
trade without railway competition; its absence 
counterbaianced all other adyanteges. This 
was the mainspring of the building of the naw 
roads in recent years, especially in Ontario. The 
people whose bole worldly fortunes were 
bound up in a wing village, town, or city, 
are not to be blamed if they made streuuous 
efforts to save what they possessed by buliding 
new lines to secure this railway — 
It was not their fault that such competition ex- 
isted: they were willing enough topay a profita- 
ble rate to the companies, bat to pay a 
higher rate than the most favored of 
neighbors had to pay was to themselves 
at a disadvantage, which could end only in one 
result,—that of losing the race, Men could not 
be expected to submit to that ‘kind of defeat 
without making an effort to avert it, and the 
building ef new lines was. the result: As the 
competing points multiplied they, of course, at- 
tracted an increasing proportion of the trade 
which the railway had to depend upon for traffic, 
and consequent 4 the companies bad to take 
larger share of OF Sree at the compet 
and&lower rates. It is for the companies them- 
selves to inquire who is to blame for the undue 
competition, if the inquiry under present cir- 
cunstances is of any importance to them. , We 
have expressed some opinions before now u 
that point, which we see no reason for 
from now.

A curious conflict of authority has arisen 
in Ho Tex., between the local authori- 
ties nited States and State officials. In 
order to test the question whether the City 
of Houston could maintain its quarantine 
against the proclamation of the Governor 
ordering its removal, a train bearing a large 
number of Deputy-Marshals and State offi- 
cials left Galveston for Houston, and on their 
arrival were all arrested and required to give 
bonds for their appearance this morning 
before the City Court. They refused to give 
bail, and to-day will apply to the United 
States District Court for release. Houston 
has determined to defy the Governor as well 
as the United States to break down its

Each Assessor becomes a party to this con- 
test, and endeavors to make capital for him- 
self personally by cutting down the assess- 
ment upon the property of his own con- 
stituents.

These proceed- 
ings should impress on the people of the 
North ard West Divisions the importance of 
the vote to be taken this fall on the question 
of consolidating all three towns into one. 
All that is needed is for the people of these 
towns to vote that the Park Commissions 
shall be corporations for park purposes 
alone, and wholly separate from the town 
corporation. Having separated the Town 
Boards and the Park Commissions, then 
all three towns may be consolitlated 
into one town,—Chicago,—with one As- 
sessor, one Collector, one Supervisor, 
and one Town Board. Next year 
theh, the Assessor who may be elected 
will assess the whole city on a common basis 
of valuation. He will represent no particu- 
lar part of the city, and bis asseesment will 
not be a matter of trade, bargain, or sale. It 
will be complete in itself. The proceedings 
of the on Saturday should be the last 
of the kind permitted.

THE STATE-SOVEREIGNTY ENEMIES OF 
THE NATION. 

After a hundred years of scarcely inter- 
rupted growth and prosperity it is very 
strange that even one citizen of the Republic 
should seek its destruction ; and it is incom- 
prehensible that a great political party 
should base ite sole claim to support on the 
theory that the United States of America do 
not constitute a Nation with the right of self- 
preservation through the exercise of every 
power known to any governmental organ- 
ism! It is astonishing that both of the 
great political parties of the country are 
compelled to relegate to the futare all ques- 
tions of administration—questions of taxa- 
tion and revenue, and questions of finance— 
in order to give place to the one supreme ques- 
tion: Are we a nation, ora mere aggregation of 
States held together by a simple contract in 
the nature of a treaty, which auy one of the 
contracting parties—States—may abrogate 
at pleasure? Under the impression that the 


favor of the integrity and unity of the Nation, 
thousands of Republicans quit the Republic- 
an party during the period 1872-1876, on 
the ground of its continued adherence to 
the theory that the Southern wing of the 
Democratic party was still inimical to the 
Nation. Conservative citizens who did not 
carefully note the political signs of the 
times failed to comprehend what appeared to 
be an absurd proposition. This defection 
from the Republican party resulted in the 
ascendency of the Democratic party in Con- 
gress, The Democratic control of the Lower 
House of Congress in 1876 verified the theory 
of. Radical Republicans, who had all along 
maintained that the ruling element in the 
Democratic party counsele—the Southern 
wing—had by no means abandaned its hostile 
attitude toward the Nation as opposed to the 
dogma of the absolute sovereignty of the 
States. This fact becoming apparent, there 
was a change in public sentiment. Many 
‘disaffected Republicans resumed their. old 
party affiliations, and in 1878 greatly reduced 
the Democratic majority in the popular 
branch of Congress. But the repentance 
came too late to save the Senate. The buil- 
dozing and frauds which made all the South- 
ern State Governments solidly Demo- 
cratic gave those States almost a 
solid representation in the Senate, and 
the Republican defection in 1874-76 re- 
sulted in such Democratic gains at the North 
| that its control of the Senate was assured.

GEN. GRANI’S INTENTIONS: 
Tus Tarsunz has commented at length 
upon the statement recently madé by Ad- 


_miral Amen, in which he set forth Gen. 


Grant's intention to accept the Presidency 
of the Nicaragua Interoceanio Canal Com- 
pany, and his refusal to be a candidate fer a 
third term of the Chief Magistracy of the 
United States. That statement bore internal 
evidences of correctness in addition to the 
trustworthiness of the source from which it 
came, and there are other significant circum- 
stances which point. strongly to Gen. 
Grant's definitive purpose to refuse to re- 
enter political life, except under some emer- 
gency which shall bring about a universal 
demand for his services. Among the evi- 
dences of this determination is Gen. Grant's 
reply to LI HUN CHAN, the Viceroy of 
Tientsin, when the latter expressed the 
hope that his visitor would again become 
President of the United States. Grant's 
words on that occasion, as reported by Jon 
Russem Youna to the New York Herald, 
were as follows: 

Tour Excellency is very kind, but there could 
be no wish more distasteful to me than what you 
express. I have held the office of President as 
long as it has ever been held by any man. There 
are others who have risen to great distinction at 
home, and who bave earned the honor, who 
are worthy, and to them it belongs, not to me. I 
have no claims to the office. It 16 a place distaste- 
fal to me, a place of hardship and responsibilities. 
When I wae a younger man these hardsh‘'ps were 
severe and never agreeable. They would be worse 
now. Noman who knows what the Presidency 
imposes would care to see a friend in the office, I 
bave had my share of it,—have had all the honors 
that can betor should be given to any citizen, and 
there are many able and distinguishea men who 
ba rned the office. Tooneof them it should 
be given. 

Gen. Grayt could not have chosen lan- 
guage more emphatically laring his 
disinchnation to be a candidate without be- 
ing actually offensive tothe American people, 
and there is no reason why his words should 
not be accepted as honestly conveying the 
meaning which they imply. 

The Hon. E. B. Wann has also 
contributed additional confirmation of 
Grant's purpose through 4 private letter 
from Grant, written still more recently, in 
which the latter declares that he cannot 
conceive of any possible circumstances which 
could induce him to consent to be a candi- 
date. In writing to Wasusvanz, Grant 
would certainly be sincere, and WasHBurne 
himself, who is a devoted friend of GAT s, 


of Grant's intentions if he did not believe 
it to be the latter's desire to have the public 
understand them, and so set at rest the 
controversy over his possible candidacy. 
Both Gen, Grant’s best friends and his most 
uncompromising opponents accept the 
declination as final; among the former may

A DZMOCRAT ON THE TAZOO MURDER. 

Ex-Gov. Jon M. Patmen, of Illinois, 
has always been regarded as a man of strong 
convictions and great courage. Though 
now aconspicuous candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President, he has the 
courage to speak out ‘and declare the truth 
that it is not now possible to hold a free and 
fair general election in the State of Missis- 
sippi. That truth is notorious, it is patent 
to every person in the broad land, but there 
is not a Democratic orator or newspaper at 
the North which has had the courage and 
the manliness to admit the fact. Gov. 
Patmen is editor of the Illinois State Regis- 
ter, published at the State Capital. The 
Register, being asked if it believed it to bs 
possible for the local authorities of Yazoo 
County to conduct a free and fair general 
election, and make full and accurate returns 
thereof, Gov. Pain makes answer 
that it is possible for those suthorities to 
maintain order and enforce the laws to the 
extent that.every voter should have the 
right to deposit his ballot; the Register, 
however, frankly declare: 

„ut, after making the foregoing answer, the 
Register, on its own account, must express the 
opinion that, in the present condition of socicty ia 
the County of Yazoo, a free and Fair election is an 
absolute impossibility, and the difficulties in the 
way are beyond the control of the local and all 
other authorities, and they are of such a character 
that they will exist to 4 greater or less extent until 
the relations of parties and races are fully adjust- 
ed upon terme endurable, if not satisfactory to 
all.“ 

Having made this admission of what 1s a 
notorious fact, and which the Democratic 
press attempt to ignore, Gov. Palin goes 
further, and lays down a very clear definition 
of what is a free and fair election, and gives 
conclusive reasons why such an election is 
impossible in Yazoo, and inferentially impos- 
sible generally in Mississippi. He says: 

It ie essential to a free and fair election, 
that the equal right of every person of the voting 
class to participate shall be admitted and respect- 
ed. It is very certain that the majority of the 
white men of the South do not consider the right 
of suffrage coaferred upon the other race bylaw to 
be equal to their own; or, to state the.proposition 
in other words, they admit the rights of te colored 
race, but donot respect them, and no one need 
expect a radical change in that respect while the 


present generation of late masters and late slaves 
are in contact. 


Having pointed out the fact that out of 
this repudiation of the political rights of 
the colored people the races have been 
forced into antagonism, he says : 

In consequence of this state of things, both 
races demand the adherence of every individual to 
his race-organization. Dixon united with the col- 
ored men for political action; for that act he be- 
came odious to the white people. He undertook to 
lead the colored voters in the race-contest, and, 
unless for private causes of quarrel, for that he 
was killed; while the colored people ana leaders 
are quite as despotic and exacting in their de- 
mands upon all individuals of their race. 

The Governor absolves the negroes from 
responsibility for the “‘race-organization” by 
admitting that, while they do not attempt to 
disfranchise the whites, the latter do not 
„consider the right of suffrage conferred 
upon the negro by law to be equal to their 
own.” In fact, they deny the validity of the 
law giving suffrage to the blacks, and, there- 
fore, treat that right with entire contempt. 
We commend these clear and candid state- 
ments of facts by Gov. Patmer to the oon- 
sideration of the people of Ohio, where the

THE EUROPEAN COMPLICATION. 

There may not be any dangerous fire 
burning on the frontiers of Germany and 
Russia, but there is a cloud of smoke arising 
so dense and black ‘that it is attracting the 
attention of the whole world. There may 
not be any serious danger that these two 
mighty Powers are on the eve of crossing 
swords with each other, but there is none the 
less a great deal of angry altercation. The 
German eagle is doing some very lusty 
screaming, and the Russian bear is growling 
in an equally.vigorous manner. At this dis- 
tance it is difficult to foretell events which 
may happen in Eastern Europe. We have 
not the means for arriving at the undertone 
of public sentiment, much less of recognizing 
the moves of the diplomats and their exact 
bearings. News still travels slowly and in a 
disconnected manner, so that frequently we 
have a cause without a result, and often get 


Cant visit of the Emperor of Germany to 
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have been simply of a formal character, such 


state, 
junketing, but these visits have been made 
in haste without the observances of Court 
etiquette and formality, and almost tog. 
The world, which is usually informed of the 
objects of such visits ‘with great partio- 
ularity and much ostentation, has been kept 
in the dark about them until they were con- 
cluded, and even then has hnd to be content 
with the bare announcement. Certainly there 
must have been some sign floant and ulterior 
cause for all this Royal rushing to and fro. 
The most natural conjecture 
premises one can make is that the purpose 
of these interviews was the formation of al- 
liances, and an alliance of an unusually 
friendly character has undoubtedly been made 
between Austria and Germany, and it is be- 
lieved in Berlin and Vienna that England is 
also a party. The Prince of Montenegro 
and representatives from Servia and 
Roumania have also been visiting Vienna, 
and it is reported have proposed to cast off 
all the bonds which have hitherto utited 
them with Russia, thus giving Austria free 
sweep for development in the direction 
marked out for her, geographically and com- 
mercially. It may be objected that, if Aus- 
tria and Germany have formed an alliance, 
which must, in the nature of things, be one 
of antagonism to Russia, Anpgassy would 
not voluntarily retire at the present time. 
The answer is at once furnished by Anpnassy 


himself, in his statement to a representative 


of the Cologne Gaeette that his contemplated 
retirement is merely of a temporary charac- 
ter, like the German Chancellor, when he 
finds it convenient for political reasons to 
feign sickness, and that the new Austro-Hun- 
garian Premier will be a mere locum tenens to 
carry out the designs of the ostensioly out- 
going Cabinet. 

So far as public sentiment can be inferred 
from the expresmons of opinion in the pub- 


lic prints, there is an intensely bitter feeling 
existing between the German and Russian 


people. The Russian papers have been very 
severe in their criticisms of the German 
Government and its policy, and, as the Gov- 
ernment has control of the papers, it is but 
natural that the Germans look upon these 
criticisms as indorsed by the Government, 
if not inspired by it. 
especially those like the Word Deutsche Al. 
gemeine Zeitung, which are recognized as 
reflecting the views of the Government, 
have retorted in a very angry way, and at 
last the discussions have grown so acrid that 
the Russian Government has declared its 
disapprobation of the attacks of its news- 
papers upon foreiga Governments. Thus 
the wrangling goes on. Meanwhile, Gen. 
Von Morrxx, on the one hand, has ‘asked 
for railroad and commissariat supplies which 
are unusual except on the eve of active serv- 
ice, and the Russian Government has sent 
| engineers to the frontier to hasten the con- 
struction of new fortifications and strength- 
en the old ones. 

Such are the facts in the case. If they do 
not afford sufficient evidence to justify a pro- 
diction of war between Austria, ( nany, 
and Russia, they at least show that the rela- 
tions of these countries are stretched to a 
very dangerous degree of tension, and that 
even an untoward accident may sever them 
and produce an open rupture. The causes 
of all this discontent and altercation are not 
very clear, but probably have their origin, as 
has already been intimated in Tax Tarsvxk, 
in the decision of the German Government 
that she can no longer endure the tremendous 
military pressure of Russia, and that there is 
no better time than the present, when the 
Empire is so strongly consolidated, to demand 
that the strength of her powerful neighbor 
shall be reduced and her armies be brought 
down to the minimum. With Austria the 
cause is more apparent, as Russia stands 
directly in the way of her progress. 

The New York: World professes to have 
found another explanation of the mysterious 
cause of the rupture. It asoribes the root of 
the trouble to Nihilism in Russia and Social- 
ism in Germany, and the mad measures of 
repression resorted to in Russia which tended 
to produce a volcanic explosion which might 
shatter the two Northern Empires,

First Assistant Inspector O. L. Parker, Second 
Assistants John Link and Thomas Porter, 
Messrs. Seymour, Dater, 
the Committee of Appeals appointed by 
the Board * of Railroad and Warehouse 
and Messers. Buckley, irwin, 
Bidwell, Smiley, Porter, Colby, Butts, Smith, 
Tavlor; Kelly, Carroll, Canfield, and others,— 
some of them track, and others house, Inspectors. 
Numerous inspected samples of No. 2, No. 3, 
nd rejected wheat not graded were exhibited 
in the main office, each sample being properiy 
marked to designate whence its contents had 
come, by whom inspected or rejected, as the 
case might be, the reasons therefor, and the 
grade assigned by the Inspector. 

THE PRESENT INSPECTION RULE 
provides, smong other things. that wheat, in or- 
der to pass as No.2, must be “ reasonabiy 
clean.” The No. 2samples were free from dirt. 
chaff, seeds, etc, while the No.8 samples, 
though the grain itself in most cases looked 
quite as good, were mixtures of wheat 
and a rather large proportion of dirt and other 
foreign matter. A comparison of the, several 
Inspectors’ work showed a general agreement on 
their part as to the proper standards to be 
observed in inspecting the cereal. In other 
words, it that the Inspectors on an 
average made their inspection as nearly 
uniform as it was possible to make tt. The

FIELD AND TILDEN. 


A Light from London Thrown on the Troub- 
ling of a Pool. 
New York Nita, Aug. 28. 

A gentleman who arrived in this city yester- 
day, and who desires that his name may not be 
made public, gives some interesting informa- 
tion as to the difficulty between Mr. Field and 


Mr. Tilden. According to this gentleman, upon 
the negotiations for the lease of the New York 
Elevated and the Metropolitan Railways to the 
Manhattan Company having terminated satis- 
factorily, about the 15th of May, Mr. Field 
made his arrangements to sail for Europe on 
the Ast of that mouth. Mr. Tilden then pro- 
posed to Mr. Field that they should poo! their 
stock, to be sold by Mr, Field in a block in En- 
giand. Mr. Field agreed to this; and, after a 
meeting of the New York Elevated Directors, 
told the members of the Board of the plan, aad 
offered to include their stock in the pool if they 
would give him a letter saying that he was au- 
thorized to sell their stock for them. As most 
of the Directors had already unloaded or were 
determined to unload on the market which Mr. 
Field would maintain, no one of them accepted 
his proposition. No further conversation, it is 
believed, took place between Mr. Tilden and Mr. 
Field about the pool or sale. No letter was 
asked from Mr. Tilden, it is believed, nor was 
anything said about keeping up the market; 
but Mr. luden slyly inferred that Mr. Field 
would leave orders to maintain prices, which in 
fact he had done. Mr. Field sailed and Mr. 
Tilden sold. The true condition of affairs was 
discovered when Mr. Field’s brokers found Mr. 
Tilden’s name on all the certificates of stock 
delivered to them. 

Particulars of all this sent by cable reached 
Mr. Field at Queenstown, and our informant 
soon after. When Mr. Fictd reached London 
he learned that Mr. Conrad N. Jordan, Cashier 
of the Third National Bank, in which Mr. Til- 
den is a Director, and through which pavmeuts 
were made during the election of 1876, had 
been to London belore him at Mr. Tuden's in- 
stance for the purvese of selling a large block 
of New York Loan & Improvement Company’s 
stock, and that Mr. Jordan, while cracking up 
his own wares, bad ruo down the yalue of the 
New York Elevated stock. Upon this transac- 
tion, says our informant, Mr. Field may not 
uoreasonably charge, firstly, conspiracy to get 
the better of him; and, secondly, as a result 
that Mr. Tilden was enabled to sell back to him 
at prices averaging $172 per share the identical 
stock which be had sold to his legislattve aily”’ 
at $14 per share. 

As to Mr. Tilden, our informant savs he did 
certainly buy the shares from Mr. Field at $14 
as stated, and got others from the Com- 
pany on regular subscription and payment. He 
became disgusted with what he calls Mr. Field’s 
‘*fipansial pyrotechnics” and concluded to get 
out ot New York Elevated on the first good 
chance. Mr. Field was to England and 
suggested (there's a liq out somewhere here by 
somebody,”’ observed dur informant pictur- 

uely) to Mr. Tilden pool their stock and 
sellitin England. Mr. Tilden , reserving 
the right to change his mind, in which event he 
was to notify Mr. Field. Mr. Field sailed. Mr. 
Tilden noticed that the market was favorable 
bere and concluded to offer some stock. It was 
taken and the price sustained. Mr, Tilden be- 
ing an innocent did not, of course, imagine that 
the market was be manipulated, and think- 
ing no doubt that sales of his stock bere at high 
prices would be of Asststance to Mr. Field in 
ngland, continued to sell until nearly all of bis 
stock bad been sold. Mr. Tilden insists that he 
was under no obligations to Mr. Field and 
had a richt to do as he wished with his own. As 
to Mr. Jordan’s connection with the matter. the 
facts. as our informant brings them, are these: 
Mr. Jordan west to Europe on business of the 
bank not in any way connected with Mr. Tilden, 
Mr. Field, or the Elevated railways, or the Loan 
& Improvement 888 und got back in 
this country before Mr. Tilden had over bought 
a share in the Loan & Improvement Company. 
But Winslow, Lanier Co. (who control 
through its stock the Third National Bang) had 
held & Improvement and New York 
Elevated stock from the first. When the leases 
were made to the Manhattan Company they con- 
cluded, simply as a business proposition, to sell 
New York Elevated aud buy Loan & Improve- 
ment stock, and it was upon figures made up by 
a Mr. Adams in Winslow, Lanier & Co.'s office 
probably that Mr. Tilden concluded to take the 
same course. Winslow, Lanier & Co. did not 
offer any of the stocks in London, but a cor- 


respondent of theirs there, a certain well-known 


financial agent, Capt. Peavy by name, wrote to 
New York to learn what good investments could 
be had here at reasonable prices. 

Winslow, Lanier & Co. answered that they 
were buying Loan & Improvement Company, 
and sent to Capt. Peavy a copy of the compara- 
tive statement made up by their Mr. Adams. 
This statement showed New York Loan & Im- 
provement stock to be a better purchase than 
New York Elevated. The first man Mr. Field 
called on in London about selling New York 
Elevated was Capt. Peavy. Capt. Peavy told 
Mr. Field that New York Elevated in his opin- 
ion was not as good a purchase as Loan & Im- 
provement stock. Mr. Field at once fell into a 
passion, withdrew his offer to sell Elevated, 
denounced Mr. Tilden as a traitor and trickster, 
folaed up his papers, returned home, and now 


threatens a lawsuit.

Sart Lake Crry, Utah, Aug. 25.—The sur- 
face of this country is very much broken, the 
Territory consisting mainly of mountain-ranges 
with intervening valleys. The climate is very 
arid, which precludes the cultivation of the val- 
leys unless by irrigation, which can only be aone 
along the mountains, where the streams can be 
utilized for this purpose. This season many of 
the streams are entirely dry, because ot the licht 
snows of last winter. The valleys seem burnt 
up, and, except the few places where water can 
be had, the whole country presents a scene of 
desolation. 

The mountains, so far as prospected, are 
found to contain extensive and valuable de- 
posits of silver, lead, copper, iron, coal, silver, 
gold, and other valuable minerals, —all in snf- 
ficient quantities to pay well for working. 
Brimstone, gypsum, saltpetre have also been 
discovered. Marble, granite, sandstone, lime- 
stone, and kindred formations exist to an al- 
most unlimited extent. Salt abounds in large 
quantities on the shores of the Great Salt Lake, 
the waters yielding largely by evaporation. 

THE MINERAL WEALTH ~ 
is simply enormous, and is not confined to 
any one distric®? or portion, but is distributed 
in vast quantities in all the mountains of the 
Territory. 

The first settlement was made in Utah in 
July, 1847; and at that time it was supposed, 
by those who led the “forlorn hope,” that 
the Territory belonged to Mexico. It was 
doubtless the intention ofthe great leader, 
Brigham Young, to plant bimself here, gather 
about him a large population, and then purchase 
a division of country from the Mexican Govern- 
ment, and thus possess it as sole sovereign. 
Here he contemplated building up a theocracy 
to suit his lust and avarice. To gratify the one, 
he established polygamy; and the other, he 
established the tithing system, which, done in 
the name of the Church, enabled him to live like 
a sovereign and die a millionaire. 

BRIGHAM YOUNG 
belonged to that type of men that occasionally 
appear in life,—fearless in character, of bold 
effort, with a clear mind and an indomitable 
will-power, that at once subdued the weak ones 
to a ready submission to bis parposes. He 
would allow no one of his followers to speak to 
him, unless first spoken to dy bim. 
Whenever he appeared amongst his people, 
all hate were off; and it only re 
quired him to make the order, and 
in his presence every knee would bow and every 
face turn to the dust until he passed. He knew 
how to govern, and he did govern with the rule 
of the severest autocrat. The class of people he 
gathered in were from the lowest order of 
society in Europe,—a people who for genera- 
tions knew nothing but submission, and who 
tbrougb fear respected authority. There were 
well suited to the accomplishment of Brizham's 
purposes, and, whilst be lived, were the willing 
subjects of bis desire, 

But Brigham is dead, and his body lies in a 
neglected spot,—none so low as to doit rever- 
ence. His barem still stands, but it is the 
palace of weakness and. religious bigotry. The 
vast estate which he accuamiated in the name 
of the Church will soon, under the laws of the 
land. be distributed to bis legal heirs; and the 
tithe-bearing subjects will discover that their 
hard-earned substance was taken from them

whilst the Church is impoverished. The off- 
spring of his polygamous m es do not rise 
in the intellectual, social, or m scale in any 
degree which entities them to common respect. 
And how could it be otherwise The busband 
and father visiting among his numerous fami- 
lies occasionally, and that in many instances in 
the presence of grown-up daughters, could onlv 
have the most demoralizing influence on their 
minds; and the fact is; that it has bad such in- 
fluence and no other.

With a view to put- 
ting an end @ this system of wholesale spolia- 
tion, the Legislature passed a law, m it in- 
cumbent upon the Superintendents of ail mines

it expedient to obey the law. The first Monday 
in each mont was set apart as visiting day,“ 
and on that day any person complying with the 
requirements of the law was allowed to go down 
the shaft and spend as much time as he pleased 
in the mine.

000, 
and that the deficicricy in peas, beans, and rye, a 
loas 0 000, 000, equal to $14, 450, 000. 

The potato crop ie deficient in the United King- 
dom, and is reporied as almost a total failure in 
Belgium and Holland, as well as parts of Germany 
and France, which means more bread to take their 
place as food. Potatoes in the United Kingdom 
are now £9 per ton, an advance of A per ton. 

Latest postal advices from Odessa state that the 
wheat crop in South Russia had suffered consid- 
erably in several Governments, particularly m 
Bessarabia, Podolia, and Kiew, the yield turning 
out very deceplivey the acreage sown, however, is 
reported to be larger than 1878 crop.

The same disproportion exists ip every year 
and every month. Thus during the month of 
June last twenty-dollar pieces were coined to 
the value of $2,707,600, and all other gold 
pieces to the value of $111,000. This dis * 
tion is out of all reason, and not justifieble on 
sony ground that we can conceive of. It needs 
no argument to show that if we are to have a 
free circulation of gold coin im the United 
States the mints must furnish small coins in a 
far greater proportion than they have bereto- 
fore done. Thetwenty-dollar piece is of little 
use to the people or to trade, What is needed 
are the ten, five, and two-dollar-aud-a-half 
pieces. In England and in France the mints 
pursue precisely an opposite policy to that pur- 
sued in the United States, They issue a very 
much larger proportion of small gold coins 
than of large ones, and the cousequence is gold 
coin is found there in free circulation among the 
people. We believe the policy of the Govern- 
ment in this regard has been and is radically 
wrong, and that it should be changed. The Di- 
rector of the Mint should be immediately in- 
structed to coin no more twenty dollar pieces, 
but to work the mints to their full capacity in 
coining the pieces of lower denomination. :

JAPAN FINANCIALLY. 

Few nations in the world are better situated 
financially than Japan. The last annual report 
of the Minister of Finance reports the actual 
revenue for the last fiscal year 69, 482.676 yen. 
The Japanese ven is equal to 98 cents Federal 
money, but is quotable atan even dollar, and 
we shall so treat it in these remarks. For the 
samme year the actual expenditures were $69,- 
203,242. This shows a balance of §279,484 on 
the richt side side of the ledger. 

This revenue is raised chiefly from the follow- 
ing sources:

The land-tax 
amounts to five-sevenths of the whole In 
Japan the fee to the land never passes from the 
Government to individuals or corporations, All 
land is held by leasehold, the lessee paying so 
much a year in rent or tax. Trade is but Httle 
hampered bv duties, the revenue from customs 
being less than one-fortieth of the. whole 
revenue. The tax on minting coin js consider- 
able, amounting to $1,500,000 for the year. As 
the Government owns the land, it realizes an 
income trom the sale of trees, stone, etc. This 
reached near!v $2,000,000 in 1876. The tax on 
spirits orought nearly $1,000,000. Brewers pay 
10 per cent tax on the value of their manu- 
factures, and retailers a licénse of $5 a 
ear. Among the items of expenditure are

ATTEMPTED WIFE-MURDER.

EIGHT HOURS. 
FOR THE MOVEMENT. 

The Hon. J. C. Fincher, of Mauch Chunk, Pa., 
formerly President of the Machinists & Black- 
smiths’ Union, and & man well advanced in 
years, and known throughout the country as a 
conservative advocate of the labor cause, lect- 
ured, or rather made an extempore address, to 
a small but appreciative audience yesterday af- 
ternoon in Meridian Hail, corner of Randolph 
and Jefferson streets, under the auspices of the 
Eight-Hour League. After the usual introduc- 
tion to his audience, Mr. Fincher spoke general- 
ly of the regulation of wages, and followed it 
with a general ides of the condition of the coun- 
try with a special reference to the laboring 
classes. He gave some little time to the sub- 
ject of tramps, saying he had no sympathy 
for, the professional tramp, but the man who 
traveled to seek employment had his sympathy, 
and no law should be passed that would mili- 
tate agaiust him. He spoke of the stringent 
law in Pennsylvania regarding tramps, and said 
if the same law existed in Judea when Christ 
and His Apostles were there they would have

AGAINST °THE MOVEMENT. 

John McAuliffe, the Communist, delivered a 
lecture yesterday afternoon in Uhlich's Hall, at 
the north eod of Clark street viaduct. 

The speaker commenced by saying that his 
opposition 4 the eight-hour movement as a 
distinctive issue arose from the fact thatit could 
pot be successful unless it were universal, and, 
further, that it conflicted with the main issue of 
Socialism, which was the abolition of the wage 
system. The eight-hour system could never 
be successful unless universal. The Chinese, 
for instance, could vot be brought to recognise 
its necessity. 
(ind, as such, valuable to the capitalist as mere 
machines,—animal automatons. The speaker 
then sailed into the position of Ira Steward. the 
eight-hour advocate, claiming that his ideas 
were Uto and at variance with logical prin- 
ciples. den former reductions in the hours of 
labor were made, steam and electricity bad not 
brought the nations ot the world ſuto such close 
comm as at the present day. Steward had 
said that the more favored nations had forgot- 
ten the Chinese, and were now paying the peu- 
alty. The speaker believed that it was quite 
the reverse. Chinahad failed it its duties to 
other nations, and was the first to pay 
the penaltyg of national debt. The 
surest way for a nation or people 
to commit suicide was to forget other people 
and nations. There were no statesmen to deal 
with the eight-hour problem, fur the question 
bad been relegated to the working classes them- 
selves, who were not educated statesmen or 
learned advocates. The masses must get readv. 
The workingmen of Chicago should be ashamed 
to waste time in discussing the eight-hour ques- 
tion when all things should be tending to 
the new era which was about to dawn. Mr. Me- 
Auliffe then asked where were those rioters who 
were heid to bail for participation in the viaduct 
troubles? The Civil Government dared not, in 
his opinion, prosecute these men. When so- 
called crimés could not be punished revolution 
was imminent. The fact was, he said, that the 
revolution had already begun, and it was time 
lor those who knew it to cease talking about re- 
form and commence acting. The only thing nec- 
essary was to abolish the wage system, and to 
consider such issues as the eight-hour question 
as subsidiary to this idea. Iu conclusion, the 
speaker urged upon all present to use their per- 
sonal influence toward the immediate organiza- 
tion of co-operative institutions which should 
realize his idea of the emancipation of labor. 
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THE SW ABIANS. 
THEIR PROCESSION AND PICNIC. 

The Swabians, or those Germans who came 
from that part of Germany known as the King- 
dom of Wurtemberg, bad a great day yesterday. 
They celebrated the “Cannstadter Volksfest.“ 
for the second time in this city, in amanper 
that reflects great credit uton the Swabian 
Society, under whose auspices the festivities 
were arranged and the ceremonies carried out. 
These festivals are very popular in the old 
country,and, judging from their success bere this 
year and last, they will become no less popular 
in this part of the world. 

The procession was one of the finest and 
most imposing that ever passed through the 
streets of this city, and was far ahead of the 
successful procession of last year. It started 
at about 10 o’clock, from the corner of Des- 
plaines and Randolph streets, and moved east 
on Randolph to Wells, thence north to Division, 
thence west to Sedgwick, thence north to North 
Aveuue, thence west to Clybourn avenue, and 
thence to Ogden’s Grove, where the creat festi- 
val was beld: First came a squad of police on 
horseback under command of Lieut. 8, and 
then a band in an elegant band-wagon. The 
Chief Marshal, Ernst Hummel, came next, sur- 
rounded by a large staff, allon horseback,—a 
large squad of horsemen in old, fantastic 
Swabian costumes foliowing. Then came a 
large number of 

TABLEAU WAGONS, 

representing every phase in Swabian history. 
The most notable among these were a wagon 
with a tableau representing the organization of 
the University of Tuebingen. Another repre- 
senting the Emperor Rothbart in the Kyffhaùser 
Mountain, and on the summit of the mountain 
a woman representing Germania. The alle- 
gorical tableau Schiller's Bell“ was also 
finely done. There was also a tableau-wacon 
M the four Judicial Circuits of Wur- 
temberg, followed by sixty-four pergons on 
horseback with standards, on which were in- 
scribed the names of the sixty-four Judicial 
Courts in that State. There was another wagon 
witha tableau representing the return of a 
Swabian wedding party from church, which was 
finely gotten up. Besides these there were 
Swabian school,” a Swabdian mail-express, and a 
number of other interestiag and amusing 
tebleaux. The whole was finished up witha 
large number of carriages containing invited 
guests, members of the Swabian Society, etc, 

The streets through which the procession 
passed were finely decorated witb flags, gar- 
lands, eve s, and mottoes. Particularly 
conspicuous in this respect was Sedgwick stree 
between Division and Goethe. At the corner o 
Sigel and Sedgwick streets a garland of ever- 
greens was stretched across the street, on which 
was suspended. a  finely-decorated clothes- 
basket, in which stood a man clad in an old 
German uniform with drawn sword and spy- 
Class, representing Duke Ulrich reviewing the 
procession. The bogus Duke was suspended in 
the air from 9 o’clock in the morning until 
nearly 1 o’clock in the afternoon, and be was 
kept alive by large potations of lager-beer, 
which be drew up in a dinner-pail with a string. 
This spectacle afforded immense amusement 
to about 1,000 children. When the poor Duke 
was lowered to terra firma he presented a sor- 
rowiul spectacle. He was almost overcome by 
the heat, and from standing in a cramped posi- 
tion so long bis legs refused’ to act, and he had 
to be carried into a egloon, where a few pota- 
tions of fresh lager-beer goon revived him. 

THE FESTIVITIES AT THE GROVE 

were also of more than ordinary interest. First 
came the rearing of a triumphai pillar. Then 
Dr. Herman Sigel, of Milwankee, made the 
oration, reviewing the history of these festivals. 
The singing societies, “Swabia” and 
Fidelia,“ sang some with fine effect. 
An instrumental concert, tableaux, and dancing 
afforded amusement during the rest of the aft- 
ernoon to a large and jovial crowd. In the 
evening there. was a grand summer-night’s 
festival, with fllumination and fireworks, con- 
cluding with the grand historical tableau. ** The 
Surprise in Wildbad.“ The festivities will be 
continued all through to-day. At the close of 
the festivities prizes will be awarded to the two 
most beautiful children clad in Swabian cos- 
tume, and the fine fruits with which the 
triumphal pillar is decorated will be distributed 
among the people. The net proceeds of the 
festival are destined for the erection of a Schiller 
statue in Lincolt Park.

The Mayor’s System of Government-— 
Shay’s Account of the Affair. 


The Names of the Doomed Ones 
All Good Men. 


It is plain that Mayor Harrison is about to do 
with the Fire Department what he has done 
with some of the other branches of the City 
Government,—is going to convert it into a po- 
litical machine to further his aspirations for the 
Governorship, which, as Taz TRisune stated 
yesterday, he bas not given up. The corner- 
stone of his success is the carrying of the Cook 
County delegation next year. To do 
that he proposes to make every 
fireman, every policeman, every — city 
clerk and laborer an electioneerer—a ward- 
striker. He wants, however, to do this, if pos- 
sible, in such a way that the responsibility of 
the changes necessary to secure this may be 
thrown on others, not on himself. He, in the 
first place, made certain suggestions to 
Benner, but the reception he met with 
conyinced him that Benner would 
not dismiss men except for inefficiency 
or conduct in violation of the rules of the De- 
partment. So he picked a quarrel with Benner 
and put him out. Had Benner consented to the 
conditions which the Mayor mentioned to him 
at a later day, Benner could have been restored, 
but he would have been simply a pliant tool,— 
simply a man to shout through a trumpet at 
fires, having vothing todo with the disciplin- 
ing, removal, appointment, or promotion of 
men. That kind of a position he declined. 
Now, it appears, instead of going to Swenie, 
who is acting Chief, the Mayor has gone to Shay, 
a subordinate, and asked bim to give his ideas 
as to who are the inefficient men. This is not 


only 
DESTRUCTIVE OF ALL DISCIPLINE, 

but is contrary to all common-sense. If Swenie 
is fit to be Marshal, his judgment is the best as 
to the fitness of hismen. The Mayor will go 
on and remove these men whom Shay has, act- 
ing honestly, said can be dispensed with without 
injury to the service, but, when it comes to 
making appointments, be is not going to take 
the opinions of Mr. Shay.or of Marshal Swenie. 
The appointments will be political, whatever 
the removals maybe. The affairs of the Fire 
Department will henceforth be run by the See- 
retary, Hans Haerting, who has just replaced 
Hiram Antick, a man of thorough capacity, fa- 
miliar with the Department, its business, and 
ite way of transacting it from the ground up. 
The City Government ig henceforth to be a gov- 
ernment not of the Mayor and heads of depart- 
ments, but of 


OF DEPART- 
MENTS, 

and these Secretaries are all to be politicians. 
The Police Department is now run by Secretary 
Doyle, the Water Depa.tment is run by Gen. 
Lieb, the Fire Department is to be run by Hans 
Haerting, a bright, active politician, whom the 
Mayor credits with considerable influence among 
the Germans, and in a comoparatively sbort 
space of time the head of Mr. Meade, Secretary 
of the Department of Public Works, will go off, 
and a man will be put in his place who will run 
that Department for all it is worth politically. 
Commissioner Waller will drop into the back- 
ground. All this will demoralize and dis- 
organize these departments. It will make of 
Commissioners, Marshals, and Saperintendents 
mere name-signers,—persons who attach their 
autograps to orders drawn up for them by their 
Secretaries at the dictation of the Mayor. It 
will cause every policeman, fireman, and De- 
partment of Public Works employe to look 
at his Secretary as the power in the Depart- 
ment. It. will tear up all discipline by the 
roots. A fireman will not care what orders 
Marshal Swenie gives him; it is to Hans Haert- 
ing that be looks for protection and promotion. 
This Department, which has been so laboriously 
built up by the combined efforts of competent 
men since the removal of Marsbal Williams in 
1873, is to be ruinea simply to gratify the hope- 
less political aspirations of the Mayor. 

A TRIBUNE reporter met 

ASSISTANT-MARSHAL SHAY 
yesterday, and asked bim what he had to say 
about the letter written to the 2 by him 
suggesting that certain officers of Depart- 
ment be discharged. 

It is true,” said he, “and I am willing to 
stand by the facts.

Another attempt to get the names was un- 
success{ul, Shay saying that the communication 
was confidential, and he didn’t think it right to 
make its contents public. 

It is, of course, not’ known definitely whom he 
did name, but an idea can be gotten from the 
collated fragments of the letters which were 
destroyed because they did not suit him. Parts 
of four were found in the stove, and after three 
days’ labor the pieces were put together properly 
s0 that the writing was inteliligibie. 

THE FOLLOWING NAMES

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Trouble Between the Emperors—An At- 
tempted Solution of the Secret Ruptare.

A pew and somewhat mysterious complica- 
tion has suddenly appeared on the horizon of 
European politics in the shape of the apparent 
‘discord existing between the Courts and Cabi- 
nets of St. Petersburz, Vienua, and Berlin. 
This ili-feeling, which at first found vent in a 
volley of abuse buried against Germany and 


Austria by the Russian independent press, 


so-called, has gradually invaded the semi-offi- 
cial organs, and will soon, if credit may de 
given to the assertions of the London Stand- 
ard’s corresponden: in Vienna, become the ob- 
ject of diplorbatic negotiations. 

What are the motives underlying this compli- 
eation and in whose interest bas it been fo- 
mented? The Austrian and German semi-officia! 
press are probably not far wrong in taking it for 
granted that the anti-Teutonic enthusiasm ex- 
hibited by organs like the Go’os and the Moscow 
Gazette is not only tolerated but inspired by the 
Russian Governroent. 

That a Government standing on the verge of 
financial and political ruin should voluntarily 
and apparently gratuitously defy two powerful 
neighbors, one. of which has been for years its 
traditional and most faithful ally, is certainly 
surprising. And for adopting such a course the 


Czar and his counselors must have powerful 
reasons intimately counected with the struggie 
for existence in which the Russian autocracy is 
involved. 

Private intelligence which reaches us from a 
person thoroughly acquainted with party machi- 
nations in the Russian Capital sheds a curious 
light on this matter, as well as on the pending 
diplomatic negotiations between the three great 
Empires. First of all, it must be borne in mind 
that dread of the Socialist movement is daily 
growing in Germany in proportion as the use- 
lessness of all the repressive and exceptional 
measures adopted against it becomes more 
apparent. Not only has Prince Bismarck not 
succeeded in crush the Social-Democrats by 
his famous Socialistengesetz, but be has ap 
parently attained the opposite result. The 
Socialist victory at the last election iu 
Breslau, the imposing demonstration at 
the funeral of the Socialist leader, August 
Geib, in Hamburg. on which occasion more than 
30,000 workinumev marcbed through the streets 
of the old Hansa City, and many other s+mp- 
toms of minor importance clearly show that me 
party of the German ‘‘Irreroncilables” daily 
gains a more threatening power. Ihe same thing 
in a less degree may be said of Austria, where 
with the veriod of political repression likely to 
set in after the recent victory of the Conserva- 
tives at the polls the workingmen’s movement 
will likewise assume more meracing propor- 
tions. ‘Thus doth Empires naturaliv observe 
witb uneasiness the revolutionary movement in 
Russia, and baye an obvious interest in prevent- 
ing at all costs a violent outbreak, just as the 
owner of a gunpowder store is ready to use his 
utmost energies in helping his neighbor whose 
house is on fire to extinguish the flames. 

On the ether hand, a statesman need hardly 
possess the political talents and foresight of a 
Bismarck to have discovered that it is not by the 
mad measures of repression used by the Czar’s 
Government that the conflagration can be ar- 
rested. ‘The representatives of the German 
and Austrian Governments are well aware that 
ooly by making some concessions to the popular 
demands in Russia, by contriving a system of 
government which, at least in its outward form, 
shall be in harmony with the exigencies of our 
age and the asvirations of all intelligent Russian 
citizens, can the forces of Nihilism be tempora- 
rily paralyzed. It is but natural that the ob- 

acy with which the Czar persists pursuing 
the opposite course should have been viewed 
with serious discontept and aaxiety by both Im- 
perial Governments, and that a method should 
have been sought for by which this obstinacy 
may be broken or by which its evil effects may 
be neutralized. 

This, according to our information, was the 
chief topic in the much-discussed interview be- 
tween the Emperors William and Francis 
Joseph at Gastein. In this confidential confer- 
ence both Emperors have, as it appears, agreed 
upon a common method of action in regard to 
Russian affairs. A personal corres 
ensucd between the Emperors Will and 
Francis “enh. and Alexander, in which the 
Emperor William urged his vephew of Russia 
to assure the stabilitv of his throne and ot the 
monarchical priueiple in Europe by adopting a 
policy of justice and of moderate political lib- 
erty. This letter has, it seems, been bitterly 
resented by the camariila of the Shouvalofts, 
Adlerbergs, Tolstoys, Aldediuskys, and the 
rest, who now exercise a supreme influence over 
the Czar, and whose welfare and existence de- 
pend upon the maintenance of the parbarous 
status quo in Russia. Here, then, is the motive 
of the violent language used by the Rus- 
sian semi-official press against Germany and 
Austria. By this maneuvre the political adven- 
turers who are now driving Russia and its Czar 
to their ruin hope toattaina double object: 
First, to dazzle public opinionin Kussia by a 
pretense of upholding the nationai bonor ”’ 
against foreign intervention, and secondly, to 
show to Western Europe that they are the true 
representatives of the Russian national feeling. 

In both objects they are, bowever, likely to 
be disappointed. The Russian people truss them 
no more. And as to foreign opinion, the recent 
remark made by the Norddeulsche A/igemeine 
Zeitung. Prince Bismarck’s organ, about “a 
camarilla of Russian courtiers who for the sake 
of their private iuterests are ready to foment 
discord between two friendly Courts and to use 
secretly even the Nibilist agitation for their own 
selfish burposes, proves abundantly that Prince 
Bismarck is not the man tobe duped by the 
violent talk of the Russian press. 

In the salons of St. Petersburg the Czar’s 
mental condition is a common and openly dis- 
cussed topic. It is said that bis nervous system 
is shattered, that his will is broken, that his 
understanding is troubled, and the word depo- 
sition ” has, it appears, been 1 more 
than once in high quarters. It was possibly in 
view of this contingency that the Courts of Ger- 
many and Austria interfered. In case of a 
violent change of Government in Russta it 
would be obviously necessary for the new party 
coming into power to be assured of the silent 
support of the two most powerful representa- 
tives of monarchism in Europe; *Thus the crisis 
through which Russia has been passing during 
the last two years may at last lead to a definite 
result, to a modus vivendi which, though very 
far from fulfilling the dreams of the friends of 
liberty’ in Russia, would at least assure the 
peaceful development of the nation’s material 
and intellectual forces.
